B. Create List of Information that Subcommittee Should Review and/or Procure: It  was decided 

that the boundary of the Historic Atlas would be Springfield, with the inclusion of Glenwood and 

Thurston. Other towns, such as Marcola and the McKenzie River communities, could be highlighted 

as they came under the umbrella of this focus. Maddi stated that she would share a timeline of 

Springfield history with the group as a resource to continue adding to, and she let the 

Subcommittee know that the Springfield News archives are now onsite at the Springfield History 

Museum and available as a resource. This item will be kept on the agenda under Unfinished 

Business for the next Atlas Subcommittee meeting. 

C. Plan Next Steps: Jenna stated that she would look into making an appointment for the 

Subcommittee to visit the map archives of the University of Oregon, and Maddi stated that the 

Subcommittee should also plan to view the maps at the Springfield History Museum as well.
